HARDING'S ORDER 


Will Wire Governors To Furnish Military Protection 


—Action Follows Cabinet Session Over 


Industrial Troubles.

Washington, July 18.—President Harding late today will 


send simultaneously telegrams directing the operators of all 
bituminous mines, shut down because of strike conditions, to 
resume operation at once, and requesting the governors of 
those states in which the mines operate to furnish such military 
protection as may be needed.

t If state troops find it impossible to cope with the situation, 


federal troops, it was understood, may eventually be employed. 


Plans for such action by the President were understood to 


have Deceived the unanimous support of the cabinet at today's 
meeting of that body, at which the industrial situation was dis- 
cussed in allots ramifications. 


SPEED UP PRODUCTION. 


The advices to the mine operators and the governors will 


point out the imperative necessity for early resumption of the 
mining industry in the interest of the public and will also 
briefly urge that orderly procedure be observed in the execu- 
tion of the plan.

The stack was of sheet steel I 


and was put up several years ago. 
It was bout 160 feet lij height, four 
or five feet in diameter and when it 
was In use was looked upon as fin 
authoritative indicator of the direc- 
tion from whlch^the wind was blow- 
ing, as the smoke discharged from It 
was high above all surrounding trees 
and, buildings that might obstruct 
the currents of air.

and with dlsjjse, had rusted rapidly 
and it was decided that for the safe- 
ty of the buildings surrounding it 
it should be pulled down Blocks and

Sanitary District Trustees.

HISTORY SEWAGE. PROBLEM. 
As guests of the Klwais club W. C. 


Field and M. W. Wood, sanitary dis- 
trict trustees; Rolla McMillen, attor- 
ney for the district, and Halph Mon- 
roe, corporation counsel, were pres- 
ent. Mr. Greeley g-ave the history of 
the sewage treatment problem in De- 
catur since it was started in 1914 
when an order from the state was 
Issued to abate the pollution of the 
Sangamon river. 


He told of the study made of the 


sewage, the location of sewers, rate 
of flow, the experiments In treating 
the local se'wage, the awarding of the 
first contract in 191S and the pre- 
diction that the plant would be com- 
pleted by a year from this fall. 
PROVIDES FOR CITY'S GROWTH. 
He told how the sewage would en- 


ter the treatment plant, and follow- 
ed its course through the various 
phambers and sprinkling beds back 
to the river. He related that Deca- 
tur produces about 100 gallons sewage
